Water Proofing and Damp Proofing Materials 



WATER PROOFING

The advantages of hay handling equipment, as a means of storing 
away hay or grain ir a barn or shed, are so well and generally known 
that it is not necessary for us to go into detail regarding the same, but 
simply state the fact that they save time and the expense of from one 
to three men for each day of harvest — the cost of which will pay for 
the outfit, in from two to three years. It is oftentimes necessary to 
store away hay in a hurry to keep it from getting spoiled. Three tons 
of hay thus saved will pay for the entire outfit.
